LITTLE ROCK—(/P)—Two prominent 


Arkadelphia attorneys, a former client 
of theirs and a man described as a 
DeQuecn peace officer were charged 
in a federal court suit here last Sat- 
urday with conspiring to defraud the 
Missouri Pacific transportation com 
pany of ?15,000. 


The suit, asking an injunction to 


prevent collection of a 515,000 personal 
injury judgment obtained against the 
company in Clark circuit court on 
Nov. 11, 1938, by J. B. George of Clark 
county, was set down for hearing be- 
fore District Judge T. C. Trimble June 
21. 


Named as defendants were George, 


the attorneys, J. H. and G. W. Look- 
adoo, and J. T. Manning, named in 
the suit as a peace officer at DeQuecn 


The suit set forth that George ob- 


tained the ?15,000 on his claim that ho 
was injured when a bus backed into 
him at the Gurdon bus station August 
22, 1938. The transportation company 
asserted it later obtained "new evi- 
dence" upon which it asked a new 
trial, and charged that the four de- 
fendants caused this evidence to be 
withdrawn before it could be used. 
The complaint' said the Lookadoos 
were attorneys for George in the orig- 
inal damage suit. 


The suit charged the four "did com- 


bine, confederate and conspire with 
each other for the purpose of fraudu- 
lently depriving the plaintiff of prop- 
erty of value of $15,000."

The United States has closer relations 


with Canada than with any other na- 
tion, and these are destined to be still 
closer. Yet it knows less about Cana- 
da than about Rumania. Thus any 
good, informative book on Canada' is 
welcome. 'Canada: America's Problem" 
by John MacCormac (Viking: $2.75) is 
such a book. Without technicalities it 
clearly shows why Canada is what 
it is, and what its future may mean 
to the United Slates and all the Amer- 
icas. MacCormac, Canadian-born jour- 
nalist of world-wide experience, sees 
these alternatives to follw the pre- 
sent war: 


One of them would be produced by 


the decisive defeat of England and 
Franco. That would almost automatic- 
ally result in Canada's independence 
under American auspices while the 
smaller possessions of Britain and 
France in this hemisphere, whose 
transfer to the victors might also come 
in question, would either be allowed 
to assert a qualified autonomy or bo

This, too, is a 
very specialized' callipg. Training in 
the theater and in big costume hous- 
s should be their starting work. 


In every department — wardrobe, 


make-up, set designing, sourid, elec- 
trical—the work calls for persons ex- 
perienced in their lines. 


Even in the acting field, the Cinder- 


ella story is a myth. Asspirants should 
try the Little Theater, or sorne good 
professional training such as Union 
College's Mohawk Drama Festival, for 
experience first. 


Every day we receive applicants for 


work. "Willing to try anything and 
learn," is the usual plea. The appli- 
cant doesn't know what he can do 
in a studio, or what he wants to do. 
He just wants a job. 


Kindest advice I can give the aver- 


age graduate, and the most truthful, 
is "Stay away from Hollywood until 
your experience in other work fits you 
for usefulness there."
